for advice. In Geneva, be was pastor 
rofessor, and almost magistrate. He lee- 
tcred every other day; on alternate weeks 
he preached daily; he was overwhelmed 
with letters from all parts of Europe, and 
was the author of works (amounting to 
nine volumes folio) which any man of our 
generation would think more than enoneh 
to occupy his whole time. And this amid 
perpetual infirmity, headache, catarrh 
straaguary, stone, gout. 


Barter also says of himself that before 


the war he preached every sabbath, and 
once in the week, besides occasional ser- 
mons, and several regular evening mee- 
tings. Two days in the week he cstechii- 
ed the people from house to house, spend- 
ing an hour with each family. BeVides 
all this, he was forced by the necessity of 
the people, to practice physic; and, as he 
never took a penny from any one, he was 
crowded with patient*. In Ihe midst of 
all these duties, though afflicted with al- 
most all the disease* which man is heir 
to, he wrote more books than we can find 
time to read.

A UEAVT VERDICT.—Allegheny county 


Fa., haa recovered a verdict against the 
Pittsbnr,•& Sreubcnville railroad compa- 
ny for $252,248, being the amount of cou- 
pons paid on certain bonds issued to the 
railroad company by the county. The 
county owned ten thousand shares of the 
capital stock of the company, for which 
bonds amounting to S500.0000 were issued, 
with interest coupons attached, payable 
eeini-annnally. A contract was made be- 
tween the county and the railroad compa 
ny, by which tho latter agreed to pay the 
coupons at maturity, which agreement 
was complied with during the vears 1854- 
55 and 1856, after which, the company 
failing to comply with its contract, the 
county was compelled to meet the coupons 
as they became due.

Mr. Lincoln's Bellglous Character. 
In his address at the burial of Mr. Lin 


coin at Springfield, Bishop Simpson spok 
as follows with reference to the late Prcsi 
dent's religious convictions: 


Abraham Lincoln was a good man. II 


was known as an honest, temperate, for 
giving man; a just man, a man of nobl 
heart in every way. As to his leligiou 
experience I cannot speak definitely, be 
cause I was not privileged to know mucl 
of his private sentiments. My acquaint- 
ance with him did not give me the oppor 
tunity to hear him speak on those topics 
This- I know, however. He read the 
Bible frequently—loved it for its erea 
truths and profound teachings, and he 
tried to be guided by its precepts. He be- 
lieved in Christ the saviour of sinners, am 
1 think, he was sincerely trying to brinj 
his life into harmony with the grea 
principles of revealed religion. 'Certainly 
if there ever was a man who illustrated 
some of the principles of pure religion, tha 
man was pur departed President. Look 
over all his speeches, listen to his ntter 
anccs, he never spoke unkindly of any man 
Even the rebels received no words of ange 
from him, and the last days of his life 
illustrated, in a remarkable manner, hi 
forgiving disposition. A dispatch was re 
ceived that afternoon that Thompson am 
Tucker were trying to escape through 
Maine, and it was proposed to arrest them 
Mr. Lincoln, however, preferred to le 
them quietly escape. He was seeking to 
save the very men who had been plotting 
his destruction, and this morning we rea< 
a proclamation offering $25,000 for the ar 
rest <.f these men, as aiders and abettor 
of his assassination.

uments so frequently referred to Divine 
aid.

delegations that his hope for our success 
restfd in his conviction that God woul( 
bless our efforts, because we ..were tryini 
to do right. To the address of a large re- 
ligious body,_he replied, " Thanks be nn 
to God, who in our National trials, civeth 
us the Churches."
